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ALBERTA BUSINESS TRENDS 

Business activity in Alberta continued to exceed 1971 levels in April, as shown by 
indicators for the major sectors of the provincial economy. 

Farmers! cash receipts to the end of April were 33% higher than in 1971. Cash re- 
ceipts from crops totalled $113 million as compared to $79 million the previous year. Recent 
announcements by the Canadian Wheat Board of large sales of wheat to China and Brazil should 
ensure continuing improvement over last year. Cash receipts from livestock and products sales 
reached $168 million, an increase of 27% over 1971. Prices are expected to remain above last 
years level throughout the remainder of 1972. 

Alberta manufacturers shipped goods valued at $671. 7 million during the first four 
months of the year, an increase of almost 14% over 1971. Production of packing plants increased 
by 13%, with the value up by 33%. Alberta refinery production during the first quarter of 1972 
was some 38% higher than last year. 

Production of crude oil, synthetic crude, condensate and pentanes plus totalled 160.5 
million barrels to the end of April, an increase of 19% over the same period in 1971. The value 
of sales increased by 13% to $446.8 million. Sales of natural gas rose 12% to $105 million; the 
value of sales of propane and butane rose 27% and 32% respectively. In the coal mining industry 
production and sales continued to exceed year earlier levels in April. Cumulative production 
for the year reached 3.4 million tons valued at $15. 7 million. 

The value of building permits issued in the province over the January-April period 
totalled $180 million in 1972 as compared to $151 million the previous year. Residential build- 
ing permits contributed $110 million or 63% of the 1972 total. 

Preliminary April figures indicate the value of retail trade increased 15% during 
the first four months of 1972 to $821 million. Sales of motor vehicle dealers increased by $20 
million, department stores by $14 million, service stations by $9 million and grocery stores by 
$8 million. Wholesale trade trends also indicate a 15% gain over last year based on four month 
figures. 

The all-items consumer price index increased 0.5% in May toa level 3.9% above that 
of May 1971. During the month the food index advanced 1. 2% and the clothing component 0.5%, 

The provincial unemployment rate decreased to 4.2% in Mayfrom 5.2% the previous 


month, The May unemployment rate for Calgary was 4. 8% and for Edmonton 5, 4%,
